Thns they kept out of the dangers ef fatalism. It never occurred to them that 
aooardlsg to their belief, Allah would subdue the world whether they wished 
It or aot. 

Tha sturdy Neirsemen had a truly bright i»hjlosoph>-. Plenty of room there 
-waa in Valhalla for the brave warriors; the gods looked down and smiled 
-tctaen .meti achieved conquests. Bu: the Norse philosophy was built around 
■mus, and seiiis âowt they could not. until Christianity became the dominai- 
Isc religion of their lives. 

The Jewish people can tbajik their philosophy for makiai them such a 
A'irlle race. Citrislians differ immensely because Christian philosophy dif- 
Sera, not necessarily according to denomination, but the results of the diffe- 
rent forms of ph;!tl^t<p■r.y jirt reflected in the csadltlon of the various 
CitriBtian nations and cmpJret. 

Once more in this -world we are divorcing [ibilosophy from religion. Vbal 
lorms of philosophy are developing from the modern age, and what will 
their effects be? 

"My philosophy", says 
aucb a phlloBi'pher. "*e mono' &t)d ' hat money can buy. ' He gets money 
and what it can buy, and bccomee a self-centred, tinhappy person. The 
high rate of divorct is an indirect outcome of this philosophy.
